INTERFERENCE. 


Several reports have been received by the Bureau of unnecessary 
conversation by ship radio operators, causing serious interference. 

If the investigation being made by this Bureau develops violations 
of section 5 of the act of August 13, 1912, appropriate action will 
be taken to punish the offenders. 


LICENSE CANCELED. 


Commercial first-grade license No. 13043, issued April 28, 1918, 
has been canceled because of the holder transmitting by radio obscene 


language. 
CHANGE MADE IN 8TATION AT BALBOA, CANAL ZONE. ' 


On page 88 of the List of Radio Stations of the United States, 
edition June 15, 1919, the last sentence of the paragraph regarding 
time signals transmitted by the Balboa, C. Z. station, the following 
should be deleted: ‘‘but so interrupted by a chopper as to be audible 
on a crystal detector." 
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UNITED STATES NAVAL RADIO COMPASS STATIONS. 


In order to allow merchant vessels more time to have their trans- 
mitters tuned to the radio compass wave length of 800 meters, 
United States naval shore radio compass stations will continue !to 
take bearings on the additional wave length of 600 meters until 
April 1, 1920. After that date all radio compass work will be con- 
ducted exclusively on the 800-meter wave length. 
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
